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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-33 are pending in this communication filed 12/03/04 entered as RCE 
and IDS. 

2. The IDS filed 12/03/04 has been reviewed. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

3. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114 was filed in this 
application after a decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but 
before the filing of a Notice of Appeal to the Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit or 
the commencement of a civil action. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14 and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, the appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14 and prosecution 
in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 12/03/04 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 -33 are allowed for the reasons stated herein below. 

5. The closest prior art of record Non-Patent reference "IGUIDE: iGuide debuts TV 
Guide Online centerpiece" by M2 Presswire teaches TV Guide program listings and 
grids making it possible for Web surfing TV fans to view program information and 
organizes the Internet into 18 separate categories and features scores of editorially-ric 
and original content but fails to disclose the "linked" limitation requiring that each 
selectable identifier have its own unique instructions and instructions linked to the 
identifier. For these reasons claims 1, 6, 1 1 , 13, 15, and 28 are deemed to be allowable 
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over the prior art of record, and claims 2-5, 7-10,12, 14, 16-27, and 29-33 are allowed 
by dependency.

LaJoie, Mike et al (WO 98/37694) disclosed providing full service cable television 
with near-video-on-demand. 

Klosterman et al (US 5,940,073) disclosed an electronic program schedule guide 
includes television schedule information, advertising information, news information, 
weather information, financial information, internet address linking information, and the 
like.
